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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Owing  to  the  death  in  September  last  of  my  esteemed  colleague, 
the  late  Dr.  John  T,  Hartill,  the  onus  of  presenting  an  Annual 
Report  for  the  past  year  falls  as  my  first  duty  as  your  newly 
appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  the  year  1871,  when  the  late  Dr.  Hartill  was  appointed 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Short  Heath  the  population  of  the 
District  was  about  2,244  ;  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  therein 
425  ;  and  the  acreage,  exclusive  of  water  551.  At  the  time  of  his 
42nd  and  last  Annual  Report  in  1912,  the  population  was  4131  ; 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  855,  and  the  acreage  1063 — showing 
the  number  in  each  case  piactically  doubled.  And,  whereas  the 
average  Death  Rate  from  all  causes  amongst  those  who  died  in  the 
District  between  1872  and  1880,  both  years  inclusive,  was  20 ’3  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  in  a  corresponding  number  of  years 
between  1904  and  1912  it  averaged  12'9  per  thousand.  The  average 
Death  Rate  from  the  seven  priricipal  preventable  diseases  between 
1873  and  1880  was  3’8  per  thousand,  and  in  a  corresponding  number 
of  years  between  1905  and  1912  it  had  fallen  to  0’9  per  thousand. 
(The  Death  Rate  from  this  cause  for  the  year  1872  is  unfortunately 
not  to  hand.) 

Iti  this  my  1st  Annual  Report,  I  am  pleased  to  inform  the 
Council  that,  though  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  year,  when 
Measles  was  epidemic,  the  amount  of  sickness  was  considerable  and 
the  Death  Rate,  principally  from  Pulmonary  Diseases,  was  high, 
during  most  of  the  year  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  as  a  whole 
was  good. 
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The  Township  of  Short  Heath  consists  roughly  of  five  villages, 
all  standing  about  500  feet  above  the  sea  l^vel,  with  a  large  tract  of 
open  country  round  about,  and  with  very  little  smoke  given  off  from 
the  factories  in  the  District.  The  climate  is  bracing,  the  sub-soil 
chiefly  clay,  but  in  places  gravel  mixed  with  clay,  and  the  natural 
drainage  is  good. 

The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  miners,  and  lock  and  key  smiths. 
Most  of  the  Miners  work  in  the  adjacent  Caunock  Rural  District, 
arid  had  fairly  constant  occupation  The  lock  and  key  smiths  are 
employed  in  a  few  factories,  but  chiefly  in  small  workshops,  and  the 
trade  throughout  the  year  has  been  moderately  good,  although  the 
day  of  the  small  workshop  is  probably  doomed  in  the  near  future. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  calculated  on  an  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  ol  4,205  were  respectively  33  7  and  13  8  per  thousaud,  per  year. 
The  averages  in  the  five  preceding  years  were  respectively  35’7  and 
12'5  per  thousand.  Including  the  deaths  of  four  persons  belonging 
to  Short  Heath  outside  the  district,  the  net  Death  Rate  was  14’7  as 
compared  with  an  average  of  13 '9  in  the  five  preceding  years.  The 
Transferable  Deaths  for  the  last  quarter,  e.g.^  of  Residents  not 
registered  in  the  District,  are  not  yet  to  hand,  but  when  received 
will  make  very  little  alteration  in  the  figures. 

I'he  deaths  of  children  under  a  year  old  per  thousand  births 
registei  ed  were  140*8  as  compared  with  an  average  of  103  6  in  the 
five  preceding  years.  The  chief  factor  in  this  high  mortality  is 
found  in  the  deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Pulmonary  Diseases  in  the 
earlier  months  of  the  year,  when  Measles  was  epidemic  in  the 
District. 

Of  the  20  Infants  who  died  under  a  year  old,  7  died  from 
Bronchitis,  1  from  Pneumonia,  3  from  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea,  1 
from  Measles,  2  from  Convulsions  and  1  from  Tuberculous  Disease. 
Two  deaths  occurred  in  those  prematurely  born,  one  other  which 
was  probably  weakly  from  birth,  and  the  deaths  of  three  illegitimate 
infants  were  registered,  one  of  which  only  survived  its  birth  10 
seconds,  dying  from  suffocation  through  mis-adventure. 
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Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  aod  12  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  certified. 
Eleven  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  relating  to  ten 
persons,  and  five  notifications  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculous  Disease* 
were  received. 

Of  other  Infectious  or  Contagious  Diseases  there  came  to  my 
knowledge — Measles,  263  ;  Whooping  Cough,  31  ;  and  Chicken 
Pox,  4.  Of  these  2  died  from  Measles,  and  one  from  Whooping 
Cough. 

The  Death  Rate  from  preventable  diseases  was  0'7  per  thousand^ 
which  was  equal  to  the  average  for  the  five  preceding  years. 

Comparing  the  present  Death  Rate  from  the  seven  principal 
preventable  diseases  with  the  past,  the  average  Death  Rate  from 
the  same  causes  between

As  regards  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  both  I  believe  were  mild  in 
type,  and  no  probable  cause  was  found  locally. 

As  regards  Scarlet  Fever,  all  the  cases  were  mild  in  type.  In 
onlv  two  houses  was  there  more  than  one  case,  and  in  one  of  these, 
four  children  had  the  rash  simultaneously,  the  infection  having 
probably  been  taken  there  by  a  step-sister  who  was  said  to  have 
suffered  from  the  disease  in  another  district  some  six  weeks  before, 
and  who  had  gone  to  live  at  the  house  in  Short  H<:ath  when 
convalescent.  It  was  found  possible  to  satisfactorily  isolate  all  the 
cases,  and  considering  the  extent  of  the  epidemic  in  the  surrounding 
districts,  and  in  Willenhall  in  particular,  it  is  fortunate  the  epidemic 
at  Short  Heath  did  not  assume  much  larger  proportions.  The 

rooms,  bedding,  etc.  were  all  fumigated  and  disinfected  at  the 
termination  of  the  illness  in  each  case. 

No  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  v  as  notified  in  1911,  1912  or  1913 — 
a  satisfactory  criterion  of  the  sanitar  y  condition  of  the  District. 
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As  regards  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  eleven  notifications  were 
received  relative  to  ten  cases.  In  one  cas3  the  patient  had  only 
resided  in  Short  Heath  about  6  months,  having  come  there  from  the 
south  west  of  England.  She  had  been  ill  for  some  time  before 
coming  into  the  District,  was  one  of  a  family  of  twelve,  six  of  whom 
were  dead,  two  having  died  from  Consumption,  and  there  was  a 
history  of  Consumption  on  both  sides  of  the  family.  From  enquiries 
made  in  four  other  cases  it  seems  more  than  probable  that  the 
sufferers  had  removed  into  Short  Heath  ajter  having  contracted  the 
disease  elsewhere.  In  another  case  there  was  a  distinct  history  of 
Consumption  in  the  family  and  a  sister  had  died  from  the  disease 
about  18  months  before 

All  the  houses  where  the  sufferers  resided,  were  inspected,  but 
no  insanicary  conditions  were  found  Printed  leaflets  of  advice 
were  left  at  each  house  giving  instructions  to  the  sufferers  as  to  the 
care  of  their  own  health,  and  also  how  to  diminish  the  risk  of 
communicating  the  disease  to  others,  I  would  advocate  the  pro¬ 
vision  by  the  Council  of  proper  spitting  flasks  for  those  who  cannot 
afford  them  for  themselves. 

The  Death  Bate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  0‘7i,  and 
from  all  other  forms  of  Tuberculous  disease  0'71  per  thousand  of 
the  population,  as  compared  with  0*65  and  0*4  respectively  in  the 
preceding  five  years. 

The  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Bradley  is  now  used  for  the  reception 
of  Consumptive  Males,  and  one  case  from  Short  Heath  has  received 
treatment  there  during  the  year. 

Tuber-ulin  Dispensaries  will  doubtless  be  opened  in  the  near 
future  for  treatment  of  Consumptives  from  the  District,  and  this  is 
probably  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  tuberculous 
patients  under  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Insurance  Act. 
Sanatorium  treatment  is  inadequate  because  it  is  too  costly  to  make 
it  possible  to  provide  accommodation  for  all  those  who  need  treat¬ 
ment.  Consumption  is  most  frequently  to  be  found  amongst  the 
working  classes  and  they  cannot  afford  the  time  or  the  money  for 
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Sanatorium  treatment  extending  over  a  lengthy  period.  The 
Tuberculin  Dispensaries  provide  expert  treatment,  which  does  not 
necessitate  the  patient’s  absence  trom  home,  or  the  loss  of  his 
occupation,  Excellent  results  have  been  obtained  and  the  treatment 
is  popular  with  the  patients. 

Tuberculosis  continues  to  kill  some  55,000  persons  every  year 
in  England  and  Wales,  and  there  are  about  220,000  tuberculous 
patients  in  this  country  wiio  require  treatment.  The  cost  to  treat 
every  case  of  Tuberculosis  in  a  Panitorium  has  been  estimated  at 
over  £6,000,000  a  year. 

As  regards  the  epidemic  of  Measles  early  in  the  year,  the  first 
case  occurred  about  Christmas,  1912.  Two  families  at  New  Inven¬ 
tion  bad  relatives  visiting  them,  and  in  both  cases  the  visiting 
children  developed  the  rash  of  Measles  as  soon  as  they  arrived. 
Within  ten  days  two  other  children  in  each  house  also  developed 
the  disease.  In  one  of  these  houses  a  neighbour  was  found  stand¬ 
ing  by  the  bed  where  two  of  the  children  lay,  and  within  the  next 
12  davs  one  of  her  children  also  sickened  with  Measles.  This  child 
had  been  attending  New  Invention  Council  School  and  was  at 
School  until  the  day  the  rash  appeared—  that  was  on  January  1 6th. 
On  January  25th,  thiity-three  more  cases  were  repoited,  all  of 
which,  with  the  exception  of  two,  had  been  attending  the  same 
School,  and  in  the  s^me  room  as  the  child.  The  School  was  at  once 
closed.  Other  cases  occurred  which  brought  the  total  of  cases 
attending  the  School  to  137. 

On  February  14th  a  hoy  attending  Holy  Trinity  School  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Measles,  and  on  Eehruary  24th  eighteen 
more  children  from  the  same  School  had  developed  the  disease. 
This  School  was  also  closed,  and  at  a  later  date  Lane  Head  Council 
Schools  also. 

All  the  Schools  were  disinfected  by  fumigation  with  Sulphur, 
and  afterwaids  well-cleansed  before  re-opening.  The  Sunday  Schools 
were  also  closed  for  a  corresponding  period. 
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The  water  supply  of  the  District  is  from  the  Wolverhampton 
Corporation  mains,  it  was  good  in  quality  and  no  complaints  were 
received  of  any  shortage.  The  water  supply  to  School  premises 
was  satisfactory. 

Medical  Inspection  of  children  attending  the  Schools  is  done  by 
the  County  Council  Medical  Officer  and  Staff. 

The  meat  and  milk  supply  were  satisfactory  ;  good  in  quality 
and  sufficient  in  quantity.  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Slaughter-houses 
were  regularly  inspected  and  kept  in  good  order.  There  was  no 
seizure  of  unwholesome  food  and  no  action  was  taken  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  arrangement  with  the  University 
of  Birmingham  for  bacteriological  examinations  and  two  specimens 
were  sent  for  examination  during  the  year 

The  births  of  142  children  were  registered,  e.g.  72  boys  and  70 
girls,  of  which  number  4  were  illegitimate. 

All  the  deaths  were  certified  by  either  Doctor  or  Coroner. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  acting  under  instructions,  made  the 
usual  house  to  house  inspection.  The  record  shows  863  houses 
inspected,  of  which  2  were  newly  built,  857  were  occupied  and  4 
were  closed  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act  1909. 

The  houses  have  in  the  aggregate  about  2115  bedrooms,  554 
sanitary  conveniences — chiefly  of  the  cesspit  type,  63  water  closets, 
25  waste-water  closets,  350  covered  ashpits  and  61  open  ashpits^ 
Water  closets  will  be  substituted  as  far  as  possible  for  privy  cesspits 
as  the  latter  get  out  of  order,  and  this  is  more  likely  to  be  further 
extended  when  the  sewerage  scheme  is  completed.

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The  night  soil  was  removed  fairly  satisfactorily  by  contract. 
The  scavenging  of  roads  and  streets  is  done  by  the  Council  s  own 
men. 


I  would  like  to  direct  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  deplorable 
state  of  Hunts’  Lane  which  in  bad  weather  necessitates  a  consider¬ 
able  gymnastic  feat  od  the  part  of  anyone  desirous  of  reaching  the 
houses  situated  there.  Although  as  I  understand  the  Lane  has  not 
yet  been  taken  over  by  the  Council,  possibly  something  might  be 
done  to  mitigate  the  lot  of  those  who  live  in  the  Lane  and  have  to 
pass  up  and  down  it. 


Small  ashpits  with  cemented  floors  above  the  ground  level  and 
ventilated  and  water-tight  above,  should  be  aimed  at  until  it  is 
possible  to  substitute  galvanized  iron  bins  with  arrangements  for 
the  collection  of  house  refuse  once  a  week,  and  this  the  Council  is 
endeavouring  to  carry  out.

I  inspected  the  sewage  plant  at  New  Invention  a  few  weeks  ago 
and  found  it  working  very  satisfactorily.  It  is  on  the  biological 
principal,  the  sewage  after  treatment  in  the  tanks  being  distributed 
automatically  by  means  of  a  water-wheel  over  Powk-Hill  Stone  to 
a  depth  of  about  5  feet.  I  examined  a  sample  of  the  effluent  after 
filtration  over  the  stone  and  found  it  quite  clear,  free  from  odour 
and  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

The  sewage  plant  on  the  same  principle  as  the  above  near  the 
Gas  Works  in  Clark’s  Lane  is  now  nearing  completion.  The  sewer 
is  not  yet  connected  to  the  outfall  works,  but  the  Council  hope  to 
connect  it  during  1914. 
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There  are  no  offensive  trades  and  no  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  District.  Two  registered  Midwives  reside  in  Short  Heath

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  were  defective  roofs 
dooi's,  floors,  windows,  spouting  and  out-houses. 

Other  useful  work  was  done  by  Informal  Notices,  and  many 
defects  were  remedied  by  tact  on  the  part  of  your  Sanitaiy 
Inspector. 

A  Summary  of  work  done  t^y  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the 
year  is  appended. 

Following  the  plan  adopted  in  the  past  of  endeavouring  to  get 
every  factory  and  workshop  cleansed  at  least  once  a  year,  I  inspected 
during  the  }  ear  5  factories  and  14  workshops,  making  requests  that 
13  of  these  should  be  lime-washed  by  a  given  date.  Your  Sanitary 
Inspector  informs  me  that  my  requests  were  complied  with  in  every 
case.  Three  minor  nuisances  were  found  and  abated.  At  one 
factory  the  water-closets  were  tonnd  in  bad  order  and  this  was  forth¬ 
with  remedied. 
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There  were  ^7  cases  of  successful  primary  vaccination  ;  95 
conscientious  objections  ;  11  died  without  having  been  vaccinated  ; 
and  the  vaccinations  of  5  were  postponed.  I  regret  to  find  so  large 
a  proportion  unvaccinated,  and  the  penalty  will  sooner  or  later  be 
exacted.  When  or  in  what  form,  whether  mild  or  severe,  small¬ 
pox  will  visit  us  again  no  man  can  tell.  The  Medical  profession 
has  long  advocated  vaccination  as  the  only  protection  against  this 
scourge,  and  its  protective  influence  has  been  proved  beyond  the 
shadow  of  a  doubt  ;  practically  every  person  who  likes  can  so 
protect  himself  against  small-pox  as  absolutely  to  defy  its  attack. 
Vaccination  can  be  so  u‘=ied  as  to  enable  the  individual  to  enter  in 
safety  the  dirtiest  and  most  infected  house  in  the  kingdom.  The 
guilty  ones  are  themselves  frequently  protected,  through  vaccination, 
by  the  forethought  of  their  parents,  and  the  ones  most  likely  to 
suffer  are  their  innocent  offspring  who  they  conscientiously  object  to 
protect.  It  is  no  use  trying  to  build  battle-ships  to  repel  invasion 
when  the  enemy  has  already  landed  in  the  country,  but  every  means 
should  be  used  and  every  weapon  polished  and  available  to  prevent 
invasion. 

The  Staff  consists  of  a  Clerk  and  Medical  Officer — part  time — 
a  Surveyor  who  also  acts  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  8  men. 

The  Tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  County 
Council  and  the  Home  Office  are  appended.

“  Transferable  Deaths  ”  are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a  fixed  or  usual  residence  in  England  or  Wales,  die  in  a  district 
other  than  that  in  which  they  resided. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths  ; — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic  asylums,  workhouses  and  nursing  homes  (but 

not  alir.shouses)  must  be  regarded  as  residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a  fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of  admission. 

If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient 

has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such  Institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at  the  time 
of  admission  to  the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a  year  of  birth  in  an  Institution  to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her 
confinement  should  be  referred  to  the  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under  the  general  rule  ;  (b)  if  this  district  is 
unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ;  (c)  failing  this,  to  the  district 
where  death  occurred,  if  known  ;  and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.
